RECIPES 


To  Bcducr  THU  Pric*  o»  Corral.— 
When  good  coffee  ia  Sfl  or  40  cents  a  pound, 
it  takes  away  remorse  of  conscience  for 
using  it,  somewhat,  to  parch  barley  a  nice 
brown  and  mix  it  halt  and  half  with  the 
genuine  article.  It  makes  a  very  good 
substitute  and  you  know  what  you  are 
drinking.  The  barley  should  be  nicely 
browned,  and  when  jnst  warm  an  egg 
ahould  be  stirred  in  it,  then  set  by  the  fir* 
to  dry,  and  ground  as  wanted.  Prepared 
in  this  way  it  settles  aa  well  aa  any  coffee 
— Farmer's  WrrR. 

Corji  Starch  Car*.— Two  caps  sugar 
one  cup  butter,  two-aud-a-half  caps  flour, 
one  cup  rifted  cornstarch,  one  enp  sweet 
milk,  whites  of  six  egg*  beaten  to  a  froth, 
one  tea  spoon  cream  tarter,  one-aad-a-half 
soda,  flavor  with  lemon.  Best  when  a 
week  old. 

Purr*  or  Mtrrriwa.— Three  eggs  beaten 
very  light,  three  cups  milk,  part  water 
may  be  used,  throe  cups  flour,  a  tittle  salt, 
one  saaal l  tea-spoon  Horsford’s  soda,  and 
two  acid. 

Rom.  Jxt.i.t  Carr.— To  three  well  beat 
en  eggs  add  one  enp  of  powdered  sugar, 
one  cap  flour,  wban  well  beaten,  add  one 
tea-ipoo®  HoraforrTa  acid  and  one  half 
soda,  dissolved  In  three  teaspoons  water. 
Bak#  ia  two  pans,  spread  a*  evenly  as  pos 
•ible.  Have  ready  a  towel,  m  soon  as 
done,  tarn  the  cake  on  it  bottom  side  np, 
then  spread  evenly  with  jelly,  h»ll  up 
quickly  and  wrap  In  a  towel. 


Derkctiv*  Draihvor. —  The  Sanitarian 
contains  the  most  important  paper  on  this 
subject  ever  brought  before  tha  Ameriosa 
public.

Prot.  Moore  of  Rochester,  offers  in  the 
Sanitarian,  a  striking  ill  utt  rat  ion  of  this 
subject.  He  says: 

A  few  years  ago — in  I860  it  was  if  my 
memory  serve#  me  right — the  whole  coim 
mnnit j  wav  astonished  and  Unified  with 

the  thought  that  the  cholera  waa  sweeping 
along  the  whole  country.  Our  people  be¬ 
came  thoroughly  alarmed.  We  had  not 
hn  abundance  of  vrstw,  and  tt  being 
spread  out  very  much,  it  was  difficult  to 
procure  a  sufficient  supply.  The  conse¬ 
quence  was,  that  our  water  supply  was 
from  ru  miug  water  and  Welts.  Aa  a  mat 
ter  of  course,  it  would  be  a  system  of  water- 
closets;  a  system  ul  pri  vioa,  The  lawn  was 
thoroughly  ainased.  The  Bosfd  of  Health, 
u  ider  the  law  as  it  now  stands,  is  a  mere 
erection  of  straw,  made  up,  as  a  general 
rule,  of  corner  grocery  men.  I  went  be 
fore  that  board,  and  I  aw  happy  to  say  tin* 
result  was  most  gratifying. 

The  authorities  went  to  work  with  a  will, 
and  in  a  very  short  time  our  town  was 
thoroughly  cleansed.  We  had  not  a  tin¬ 
gle  cate  oj  cholera — not  one;  and  my  re¬ 
marks  to-night  would  have  very  little 
point  if  we  l  ad  had  one.  But  as  time 
went  o.i,  and  we  came  to  compare  the 
death-rntes,  wc  found  it  waa  reduced  al- 
mo't  one  half.  It  extended  through  sever¬ 
al  diseases,  so  that  cholera  was  not  the 
only  disease  whose  spread  waa  thus  fprr- 
vented
